Back in London I saw Philby once 
or twice, but since I was moved to 2 
liaison job with the French I had little 
to do with him professionally.

I saw Victor ROTHSCHILD this morning at his 
request. He said that he had recently had a drinking 
session with Solly ZUCKERMAN in the course of which 
Solly had started talking about the 30s.

MEETING, 25/3/1968, WITH MR. J. BARLOW, THE SECURITY DIVISION, 
MINISTRY OF TECHNOLOGY 


Mr. Barlow explained that as it was intended I should 

have access to secret information, it was necessary for 

me to be positively vetted. I told him I thought this 
had been done before (I was thinking of the highly secret 
Committee which Zuckermann put me on when he was at the 
Ministry of Defence). Mr. Barlow said that that had 

only been up to Stage 3 (I think); Stage 4 was now needed. 
Note. I don't think this can be correct because the 
matters under consideration at the Zuckermann Committee 
were as secret,if not more secret than those which will 

be discussed at the new Committee. Perhaps somebody 
vouched for me in such uncertain terms at that time, 
perhaps three years ago, that it was not thought necessary 
to make further enquiries. Mr. Barlow explained that 
things had been greatly tightened up in the last few years. 


Mr. Barlow asked whether I had done anything or engaged 

in any activities which might enable a hostile power to 
exert pressure on me. I told him I believed I was totally 
unblackmailable. 


He also asked whether I had any relatives in countries 
behind the Iron Curtain who might enable the hostile power 
to bring pressure on me. I said it was out of the question. 
Nevertheless, Mr. Barlow wished to have details of relatives 
I might still have behind the Iron Curtain and I said I 
would try and find out, but that this might take some time. 
The trouble is that I don't off hand know where all the 
relations of my mother, who was Hungarian, are. My sister, 
Mrs. Lane, will probably know. 


Mr. Barlow said I must have been very distressed by the 
Burgess, Philby, Maclean episodes. I said I was not at 

all distressed by them and that curiously enough, the 

Sunday Times had made the same comment to me. Perhaps 
because of the form of my answer to the Sunday Times, in 
which I raised the legal implications of damaging statements, 
nothing remotely unpleasant about me had appeared either in 
the Sunday Times or the book; though they had got the 
situation wrong in regard to the ownership of 5 Bentinck 
Street. 


I told Mr. Barlow that I knew Burgess quite well when we 
were both undergraduates at Cambridge University, but we 
had drifted apart later, because I found his behaviour so 
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intolerable. I had, nevertheless, met him once 
or twice during the War. I said I had met Maclean 
once in my life at the house of the Hon. Mrs. Edwin 


Montagu, at @imeslaisiaee, Norfolk and had met Philby 
professionally on and off during the War. 


Mr. Barlow asked whether I had ever had any doubts 
about Burgess. I said I had, twice; but that I had 
got the situation wrong and thought he might be a 
Fascist. I told Mr. Barlow I thought I was responsible 
for Burgess not being allowed to go to Russia at the 
beginning of the War with Sir Isaiah Berlin, because 

I had warned Mr. G.M. Liddell that he was totally 
unreliable. Later in the War, because I had reason 

to believe he was associating with someone whom I 
thought had extreme Right-Wing tendencies, I had 

warned my employers about him, but from the wrong point 
of view. 


I told Mr. Barlow that I had known a considerable number 
of Communists in my life as so many scientists were 
Communists. I mentioned Professor J.B.S. Haldane and 
Professor J.D. Bernal. In answer to a question about 
people who might have been Communists, I mentioned John 
Stachey, who I said was a close friend of mine, who 
might have been a Communist after he had announced that 
he had stopped being one. 


Mr. Barlow seemed a bit incredulous that I should be a 
member of the Labour Party. I told him I still was a 
member of the Labour Party though a bit fed up with all 
political parties. I said if the Liberal Party really 
existed, I might be tempted to join it though, as 
Ludovic Kennedy said on television at the last General 
Election, this was a bad argument. I told Mr. Barlow 
that I took my seat in the House of Lords on the Cross 
Benches, but that for a particular reason (I did not 
specify for fear of being thought to be name-dropping) 
I had come to the conclusion I must sit on one side or 
the other. My experiences in the Office during the 
War had led me to prefer the Labour Party. I was not 
satisfied that the Right-Wing of the Conservative 

Party would be sound in the event of a disaster. (In 
retrospect, I realize one can shoot a lot of holes 
through this argument, by an exact analogy; but we did 
not pursue this.) 


Mr. Barlow asked me if I had been a member of the 
Apostles. I said of course. I think I mentioned 
that Bernal had never been a member. Note. I hope 
that, as a result of what has happened, the Security 
Authorities are not under the misapprehension that the 
Apostles was solely a KGB recruiting ground. Although 
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at a particular moment in time there may have been 
a lot of Communist Apostles, who, as always with 
Communists, were probably the most active members, 
one must remember the history of the Apostles 
(Leneord Woolf, Keynes, Roger Fry) and, of course, 
that there were other members at the relevant time, 
such as A.L. Hodgkin and myself who were not 
Communists. I find it hard to believe that E.M. 
Forster is. 


Mr. Barlow wanted to know if I was or had been a 
member of any "Clubs" or organizations which might 

be doubtful from this point of view. Apart from 

the Association of Scientific Workers, which I think 
I belonged to when a very young scientist, I could 
not remember any; but I had a feeling that Mr. Barlow 
had or thought he had some affirmative information 
which I had forgotten or, perhaps, was unwilling to 
reveal. I told him I would ask Lady Rothschild.

Judy FISCHER WILLIAMS and Jack PLUMB 


With reference to the previous statement by T.R. that Judy 
FISCHER WILLIAMS had told her that Jack PLUMB had been present at 
the first meeting of a secret communist underground cell in 
Cambridge which she had attended, As you know we have already 
requested that T.R. should be asked for any further recollections 
she has of that incident, particularly its date. Further 
investigation has I think confirmed that PLUMB was not a member of 
the secret communist group of which we are already aware and of 
which Judy FISCHER WILLIAMS was a member. There must therefore 
have been another group. When I recently saw Jakes EWER who, as 
a Secretariat member, had occasionally attended meetings of the first 
secret group he not only confirmed that PLUMB was a very left-wing 
Marxist and could well have been a member of the Communist Party at 
Cambridge but suggested that PLUMB and Judy FISCHER WILLIAMS might 
have been members together of the communist fraction within the 
League of Nations Union, We have always assumed that such a 
fraction existed and that it would have held regular meetings 
in conditions of some secrecy. Judy FISCHER WILLIAMS was of course 
a leading light in the L.N.U. but we have not been able to confirm 
so far that PLUMB was involved in that organisation. EWER 
suggested that he might have been the one don who, by University 
regulations, was required to be an official of every undergraduate 
society. 


Ze Thus it would be helpful if T.R. could be asked not only about 
the date of her conversation with Judy FISCHER WILLIAMS but about 
the League of Nations Union and PLUMB's possible activities 
therein, This of course also brings in Ian HENDERSON as both 

a close friend of Judy FISCHER WILLIAMS and Jack PLUMB and a 
leading personality in the L.N.U. As you know HENDERSON, who was 
at Christ's from 1934-37 is a sinister character who is of very 
considerable current interest to us. Virtually anything which 
T.R. can remember about HENDERSON and his relations with PLUMB or 
Judy would be of assistance, She might also be asked whether there

As far as we can gather she was successively the 
girl friend of Ian HENDERSON, Gerald CROASDELL

Secretary whether it would be possible to do a quick P.V. on Lord Rothschild: 
the corollary is that I should want to assure my Permanent Secretary that 
if we started there is no reason to fear that we may not be able to finish 
it successfully. We have a NRA. dated 19th February 1968 from your firn, 
which I understand was only given after consultations by Philip Aubrey. 


I was also warned by A.E.A. that they have a request from your firm 
that before any P.V. process is mounted on Lord Rothschild you should be 
consulted in the person of Mr. Geoffrey Patterson, I consulted him and 
he referred me to you. 


The job for which Lord Rothschild is being considered by my Permanent 
Secretary is of particular sensitivity and it would clearly cause embarrass- 
ment if we started the overt part of the P.V. process and then had to stop.

2. Peggie telephoned again this morning and in 

absence spoke to me. He said he had got the impression from a very 
guarded telephone conversation which he had had with =r, last 
week that there might possibly be some delay our end in dealing with 
a P.V. submission which the Ministry wished to make for Lord Nathaniel 
Meyer Victor ROTHSCHILD. Peggie had apparently passed on this 
impression to his Permanent Under Secretary who had relayed it to

I would also explain the need to deal with it as quickly as 
possible. Peggie was extremely persistent and was obviously not at all 
satisfied with what I had been able to say. He agreed, however, to send 
an E.81 fom over to us after lunch and said that he hoped that this 
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first stage of the P.V. process could be completed immediately. He 
said that he was committed to producing an answer for his P.U.S. within 
the next twenty-four hours - he said he could not possibly delay it 
longer = and said that he hoped that we would be able to let him have 
some kind of answer by telephone before lunch time tomorrow. I said

I called to see Lady ROTHSCHILD at 23 St. James's Place this morning. 


Ze Lady ROTHSCHILD said.that she had wanted to see someone because when 
she saw BLUNT recently (Monday, 26th June) he had suggested that she should 
meet and talk to Brian SIMON with a view to finding out what are his present 
views about Communism. I asked if she had any reason to suppose that 
SIMON had changed his views, and she said that she had an idea that Joan 
SIMON might have left the Party. She said she had felt that she should not 
do anything about this without reference to us, and I told her that I should 
like to think about it and get in touch with her again. She said she had 
wondered why BLUNT did not talk to Brian SIMON himself. I said I thought 
this was probably because he was afraid of the possible consequence in 
letting an active Communist know that he had confessed to spying for the 
Russians, and presumably thought that if she talked to SIMON and was able 
to tell BLUNT as a result that she believed that SIMON had given up his 
allegiance to the Party this would open the door for BLUNT himself to talk 

| bout his espionage and the part which SIMON 8H8REf had played in it. 


3. Lady ROTHSCHILD showed no sign of raising any other point so I said 

that I understood from Lord ROTHSCHILD that something had been said about 
Alister WATSON, and she immediately agreed that this was so. She said that 
BLUNT was extremely agitated about the information Peter Wright had given 
him about Alister WATSON, and felt sure that if Alister was really implicated 
in espionage then there could be little doubt that others in his circle, 
particularly Richard LLEWELLYN-DAVIES, were also involved. I asked 

Lady ROTHSCHILD if in her view LLEWELLYN-DAVIES could be a spy, and she said 
that she had to admit - although with great reluctance - that she felt that 
he could. She thought that he was an exceedingly tough character, and that 
it was most unlikely that we should get any information out of him. 

However, if such an attempt was to be made she thought it would be essential 
to deal with him in the absence of his wife. She said that LLEWELLYN-DAVIES 
is very much a realist, and if he did decide to talk would do so without 
inhibitions. However. Pat LLEWELLYN-DAVIES had sentimental attachments to 
old friends, and might well influence her husband against talking about them, 
I asked Lady ROTHSCHILD if she could confirm what was my own impression that 
Pat LLEWELLYN-DAVIES enjoyed moving in political circles, and perhaps even 
exagrerated the close social contact she had with certain left-wing political 
leaders. Lady ROTHSCHILD said she thought this was the case. She said 
there was no doubt that Pat LLEWELLYN-DAVIES lmew some political figures well, 
and had known them for many years, Such people as Dick FREEMAN, Jenny LEE 
and Richard CROSSMAN,and continued to see them, and was delighted that they 
had risen in the political world. She added that Pat LLEWELLYN-DAVIES was 
not on particularly friendly terms with the WILSONs and never had been. 


4. T told Lady ROTHSCHILD that Peter Wright thought that BLUNT was in 
rather bad shape when he last saw him, and asked if she would agree with 
this. She said she certainly would; he was twitching very badly and 

looked very worn, but added that at this time of year, at the end of term ,

Lord ROTHSCHILD rang me up at home on Sunday 
duly 24th.

Ze Victor went on to say that he gained the impression 
that HAMPSHIRE was anxious to say something to him and he, 
VICTOR, cest 2 fly over HAMPSHIRE by asking him whether he 
had seen Anthony BLUNT. This produced no response from 
HAMPSHIRE but Victor is convinced that he wante to say 
Something to him, He said that he had rung me up to ask 
whet line he should take. He said that he could take one 
of two lines. Hither he could admit to collaboration with 
mé and then pursue the matter semi-officially, or he could 
hide his collaboration with me and hope that he could get 
HAMPSHIRE to admit something to him as a friend which he 
would not do officially. I said that the last thing the 
Security Service wanted to do was to spoil his friendship 
with HAMPSHIRE. Which method was he, VICTOR, prepared to 
use? Victor said that in these matters he had no feelings 
and that certain things come above personal friendship, 

He was perfectly prepared to deceive HSMPSHIRE with a view 
to trying to get the truth out of him. I said that as an 
investigator I would of course prefer the second course, 
but the decision to take it must be his, Vietor's, and not 
mine.

NOTE FOR FILE 


On the evening of 25th May, 1966, I went with Peter Wright to see 
Lord ROTHSCHILD as arranged in order that he might tell us about the 
conversations which he had had with BLUNT over the weekend. 


Ze Lord ROTHSCHILD said that he wanted to say first that BLUNT is drinking 
very much more heavily than he had ever known him to. Whatever may be the 
reasons, Lord ROTHSCHILD believes that he is on the way to becoming an 
alcoholic. 


bY Lord ROTHSCHILD continued by saying that he wished to clear his mind on 
one point: was our purpose only to find "X", i.e. the missing member of the 
Ring of Five, or were we concerned to know about anyone who might have been 
recruited as a Soviet agent? We replied almost simultaneously that the 
second was true. PMW went on to explain that the first issue was naturally 
the one that hit us most nearly, but the second point was in fact the most 
important. This was the thing that caused us the most anxiety because it 
was a penetration of the whole fabric of our society. 


he Lord ROTHSCHILD went on to say that three, and possibly four, names had 
emerged from his conversations as being highly suspect in varying degrees. 
These were:-— 


me Jenifer HART: 


BLUNT had no doubts whatsoever that Jenifer HART 
had been an agent, not only of the Communist Party, 
but also of the R.I.5S. 


Judy HUBBACK: 


The suspicion here lies mainly in the story 
that Tess ROTHSCHILD had previously reported to us 
about Judy HUBBACK and Jack PLUMB. 


Herbert HART: 


Lord ROTHSCHILD has what a,ounts to no more than 
a feeling that Herbert HART had some knowledge of 
something Jenifer had done, something not relating to 
her communism, but something considerably more serious. 
When asked about Lady ROTHSCHILD's suggestion that the 
HARTs were not at present on good terms, Lord ROTHSCHILD 
said that he had it in mind that there was something 
about one of the HARTs' children, possibly an illness 
or a case of some kind of mental deficiency which has 
exacerbated their relationship. Jenifer is a tough, 
hard, difficult woman. In her younger days she was 
certainly a nymphomaniac and probably lesbian. 


Lettice RAMSAY: 


She was very much one of the circle in sympathy 
with the extreme left, and she made it a point to know 
and entertain and sleep around with all the communist 
circle very much including Guy BURGESS. At one time 
she contemplated marrying him.

5. Lord ROTHSCHILD then went on to tell us of his impressions and views 
of BLUNT. He said that the fact that BLUNT had been a spy had come as a 
very profound shock to both Tess and himself. He clearly meant that it 
was a shock when he first learned about it, but it seemed apparent to both 
PMW and to myself that the real impact had come from Lord ROTHSCHILD's 
conversations with BLUNT himself. While there was no doubt that he had 
been interested, and indeed fascinated, by the story we told him it was 
somehow as a very exciting spy story - a kind of superior James Bond. 
Hearing the story from BLUNT's own lips had brought it home to him as truth 
and shocked him rigid. In fact, it seemed to me that Lord ROTHSCHILD's 
manner and attitude was very different from our earlier meetings. He was 
very serious and sober in everything he said, and the usual slight element 
of flippancy was totally missing. He said that he had not felt happy about 
BLUNT, the reason being not so much that he thought he was concealing any 
particular item of information — though he may well be —- but because of his 
attitude to what he had done. Lord ROTHSCHILD had asked BLUNT whether he 
felt any remorse, and BLUNT said that he did. However, Lord ROTHSCHILD 
concluded that BLUNT did not feel any remorse for the damage he had done to 
the country, but only regret and fear because he had been found out. 

Lord ROTHSCHILD produced the suggestion that we might invite BLUNT to go to 
Jenifer HART, and make a confession to her and then we should stand back 
and watch the results. I said I was doubtful if this would work as BLUNT 
seemed to regard Jenifer HART — not without reason - as a terrifying woman. 


6. PMW told Lord ROTHSCHILD that he had been in touch with the Israeli 
Intelligence Service about Flora SOLOMON, and they had agreed to tell her 
that it was to the advantage of everyone, including Israel, that she should 
tell everything she knew to us. Lord ROTHSCHILD said that he thought this 
might work, and he took the view that she would probably get in touch with 
him when she returned to this country. He then suggested that it might be 
a very much better idea to persuade BLUNT to make an approach to Flora 
SOLOMON, tell her he was in a jam and ask for her help. He said he was 
quite certain that BLUNT was not telling the truth about Flora SOLOMON.

"I visited Sir Anthony BLUNT at his flat in the Courtauld Institute on 
April 27th, at his request. BLUNT had rung me up (T/C of 25.4.66) saying 
that he wished to see me for ten minutes. I had replied that I had been 
meaning to get in touch with him for some time and there were matters I 
wished to discuss with him. 


2e When I arrived, BLUNT said that there were three matters he wished to 
raise with me. Firstly there was the matter of Brian SIMON which he had 
mentioned on the telephone. He was now not anxious about it. The message 
had been taken by somebody else and it now appeared that Brian would be in 
London with his wife and would drop in for a drink. There was no question 
of Brian specially bringing his wife to see BLUNT. LUNT said that he 
continued to be worried about his relationship with Brian because he believed 
Brian still to be a dedicated Communist and he was afraid of Brian's reaction 
if he discovered that BLUNT had betrayed the cause to us. BLUNT went on to 
say that Lady ROTHSCHILD had recently told him that Brian's wife, Joan (?), 
had told her that she was trying to persuade Brian to take a less active part 
in Communist affairs. BLUNT gathered from Lady ROTHSCHILD that Joan was 
recanting. 


3. The second point that BLUNT wanted to discuss was the fact that he was 
going to stay with the ROTHSCHILDs over the Whitsun week-end. He had assumed 
that Victor RCTHSCHILD had told us about ‘his, BLUNT's, discussions with the 
ROTHSCHILDs. I told him that he could discuss anything he liked. 


he The third point that BLUNT wanted to raise was that as a result of his 
discussions with Tess ROTHSCHILD they had discussed many people from the 
Cambridge years and certain names had struck chords in his memory. He would 
like to give me these names with his comments. 


De I told BLUNT that I had three matters that I wanted to raise with hin. 

I explained to him that since I had last seen him nine months ago we had been 
doing very considerable research into what he had said. It was by no means 
complete, but there were a number of points that had arisen. I went on to say 
that I had interviewed a number of people in the BLUNT/ BURGESS circle of the 
last 55 years. I had not disclosed to any of them that BLUNT had confessed 
and had no intention of doing so. The case of the ROTHSCHILDs was entirely 
different. Victor was a confidant of both Services and he was told about 
BLUNT at a higher level than myself. BLUNT commented "I suppose it was Dick". 
I told BLUNT that he need have no fear that the ROTHSCHILDs would let him

NOTE FOR FILE 


- As arranged, FMW and I went to dine with the ROTHSCHILDs on Monday, 

2lst February, 1966. The session lasted for nearly five hours and, as we 
were alone throughout, we talked of our problems the entire time. Naturally 
the conversation roamed far and wide, and it would be impossible to recall 
everything, but the following is a record of the principal items of discussion. 


THE APOSTLES 


V.R. listened to a list of names of the "Brothers" taken from BURGESS' 
papers, and made certain comments as follows:-— 


Stephen TOULMIN: A friend of HAMPSHIRE. 


L. PEWROSE (PF.74957): Possibly a communist. A good scientist. 


Sebastian SPROT?: Left-wing. "Queer". 
Mat HODGART (PF. 703839): Thought to be a communist. 
Eddie MARSH: Pre-history - elderly "queer". 


M.M. MACNAGHTIN: Some connection of T.R. Nothing about 
him, but he had three daughters who 
were all communists.

2. Grey WALTER 


V.R. described an odd coincidence which happened a few days ago. He had 
had occasion to visit the Granada Studios to see himself on a special television 
programme connected with some kind of presentation being made to Israel by 
the ROTHSCHILD family. While in the waiting room he was called to the 
telephone by name, and on his return a young man who was also waiting got up 
and said, "I think you know my father well?" He went on to say that his 
father's name was Grey WALTER (whom we had talked about at our last meeting).

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V.R. thought the opportunity too good to waste, and put the young man through 
a mild inquisition in the course of which young WALTER described his father 

as "an anarchical fellow traveller" which V.R. thought interesting. He had no 
such recollection of WALTER himself. Young WALTER told V.R. that he was 
himself a member of the COMMITTEE OF 100, and presumably he is Nicholas Hardy 
WALTER (PF.821393) who is a well known anarchist, and one of the most active 
members of the COMMITTEE OF 100. However, it is apparent from "Who's Who" 
that Grey WALTER has three sons. PMW asked V.R. how good a scientist Grey 
WALTER was. V.R. said that he had discussed the matter with Lord Adrian: 

they thought he was not top class, being very absorbed with his gadgets at the 
expense of fundamental issues. Grey WALTER might have a chip on his shoulder - 
he was not as successful as he might have expected — he was not an F.R.S. 

for instance. 


3. M.I.5 


PMW asked if the ROTHSCHILDs could recall anything about any member of 
the Office which would suggest that they were left-wing or particularly 
associated with BLUNT and/or BURGESS. Apart from Tomas HARRIS, they could not 
remember anyone and found it difficult to remember names. PMW read a list of 
names to them which produced no comments of interest. V.R. remarked that 
Guy LIDDELL had often discussed with him the possibility that the Office might 
be penetrated. He thought the idea stemmed from information provided by 
KRIVITSKY. At this stage we went in to dinner, and V.R. continued the theme 
by saying the only person whom he and Guy LIDDELL had felt any doubts about 
was HORROCKS. He said that both of them felt that HORROCKS was a destructive 
influence, and they had often wondered what he was up to. He admitted that 
their views were probably coloured by their considerable personal dislike for 
HORROCKS. He said that he did not know (or could not remember) much about 
HORROCKS' past, but thought he had been imported by the Treasury and that he 
had spent some part of his life in Holland. 


4. Flora SOLOMON 


PMW referred to Flora SOLOMON, and told the ROTHSCHILDs BLUNT's peculiar 
story of the letter he said he had found in BURGESS' flat. It seemed to us 
that if this story was true Flora SOLOMON may at some stage have been more 
deeply involved than she has been prepared to admit. When she was interviewed 
by Arthur Martin in 1962 it was believed that she was truthful within the 
limits which she herself set (she was not prepared to talk about her friends), 
and the reason she gave for failing to report PHILBY's activities were 
considered credible in the circumstances - allowing for her character and quite 
natural violent anti-Facist feelings at the time. PMW asked V.R. if he thought 
she might be approachable again,and if he had any ideas on the best way of how 
to go about it. V.R. immediately said that he could start the ball rolling 
himself with no difficulty at all. He will find a way of seeing her - probably 
by inviting her in for a drink - and see what she is like now bearing in mind 
that she is quite old and may for all he knows have become quite senile. 

If she is all right, he will try to discuss the matter with her himself and 
then, if possible, persuade her to see PMW. 


5. It was at this stage that PMW told the ROTHSCHILDs that our defector 
(KAGO) had had an idea that there was some Jewish background to the members 
of the RING OF FIVE. This was borne out in the case of PHILBY through his 
first wife, Lizy, and KLUGMAN who was himself a Jew, although not as far as 
we could tell in the cases of BURGESS and MACLEAN. PMW asked if this 

gested any possible clues. The ROTHSCHILDs took this in good part, and 
T.R. immediately suggested Tomas HARRIS who was, she said, undoubtedly Jewish 
and a very close member of the Circle. We discussed the possibility and 
agreed that he could have been involved, although, because his background was 
totally different from the rest, it seemed unlikely that he was one of the 
original FIVE. The ROTHSCHILDs thought that HARRIS's character had 
similarity with that of PHILBY, and they also appeared to think that his 
loyalties might be suspect. They both thought that he was fundamentally 
stupid, and therefore likely to have been influenced by PHILBY and his friends.

Micky BURN: He said that he felt that BURN should be looked at 
as he was a very odd character. He had appeared to become 
a Facist while at Cambridge. He described him as a type of 
"storm trooper". He thought that he had had a homosexual 
relationship with both BURGESS and BLUNT. V.R. did not seem 
able to explain quite what he suspected BURN of. 


Harry COLLIER: whom he was sure was a communist when at Cambridge, 
and was some kind of scientist.

A man called KATZ. V.R. then told a rather involved story about 
his mother's finances and how she had been introduced by 
Guy BURGESS (for whom she had a great liking) to this peculiar 
character called KATZ. V.R. said that he recalled very 
vaguely that KATZ had something to do with finance and South 
America, and he added, "My mother may have made a payment to 
hin." "I am afraid she may have made a payment to him." 
He also said that he thought that Guy LIDDELL had told him at 
a much later date that KATZ was a wellknown communist. 


6. We made no comment on this story which is scarcely borne out by the facts 
Since all the arrangemtns for the employment of BURGESS and Rolf KATZ in 
connection with Mrs. ROTHSCHILD's financial affairs were made by V.R. himself. 
It has, however, always been abundantly clear that he is very sensitive on 
this matter - not, I think, for any kind of security reason but for motives of 
personal pride. 


In the course of conversation several other names were mentioned. 
V.R. said that he thought he might be able to approach Alan HODGKIN, although 
he could not say what HODGKIN's reaction would be, and suggest that he might 
agree to speak to the authorities. T.R. recalled that a certain Denys 
THOMSON(?), and English master at Gresham's, was the subject of a good deal of 
hero-worship by such people as Brian SIMON. She knew nothing about his 
politics. She had recalled another communist name from Cambridge days, and 
this was Margaret OGILVY whom she thought had later married someone on the 
"Daily Worker" (BRAMLEY).
